Composition for forming metal oxide film 

Claims: 

1. An aqueous solution composition for forming metal oxide film, 
wherein the composition comprises a salt of metal complex and a film 
forming substance. 

2. The composition of claim 1, comprising two or more salts of metal 
complex.

[Field of the Invention] 

The present invention provides an aqueous solution 
composition that can form a metal oxide film on a substrate made of 
metal, ceramics, or the like.

The salt of metal complex refers to a compound in which a 
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metal forms a coordinate bond with a ligand. Examples of the metal 
include the following elements, each of which is represented by a 
symbol of element: Al, Ba, Bi, Ca, Ce, Co, Cr, Cu, Dy, Eu, Fe, Ga, Ge, 
Hf, In, La, Mg, Mn, Nd, Ni, Pb, Pd, Pt, Rh, Ru, Sb, Sm, Sn, Sr, Ti, Th, 
U, V, W, Y, Zn, and Zr. The metal is used as a form of water soluble 
salt. Examples of the ligand that forms a coordinate bond with the 
metal include ethylenediaminetetraacetic acid, 

diethylenetriaminepentaacetic acid, 1,2-propanediaminetetraacetic 
acid, 1,3-propanediaminetetraacetic acid, N-hydroxyethyl 
ethylenediaminetriacetic acid, N,N'-dihydroxyethyl 

ethylenediaminediacetic acid, 2-hydroxy-l,3- 

propanediaminetetraacetic acid, triethylenetetraaminehexaacetic acid, 
nitrilotriacetic acid, iminodiacetic acid, cyclohexanediaminetetraacetic 
acid, ethylenediamine-N,N'-disuccinic acid.

[0008] The film forming substance is added to the thus 
obtained aqueous solution of the metal complex. The film forming 
substance is a water soluble substance and has film forming abilities, 
the examples of which include polyvinyl alcohol, polyethylene glycol, 
polyvinylpyrrolidone, polyacrylic acid, chitosan, collagen, soluble 
starch, oxazoline containing polymer, and the like. The film forming 
substance can be added directly to the solution, but preferably added in 
a form of an aqueous solution in which the substance is dissolved. 
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
